Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  District  for  the  year  endingDecember  31st,  1925. 

As  I  was  only  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  April,  1923,  1  am  very  sorry  I 
am  unable  to  give  a  full  Survey  Report  for  the  last  5  years  as  requested  by  the  Minister  of 
Health. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

Area  of  Misterton  Rural  District  14,268  acres. 

Population  (Census  1921)  4,1 12  and  estimated  by  Registrar  General  (1925)  4, 1 52. 

The  Soil  is  chiefly  clay  with  subsoil  red  marl  and  in  some  parts  waterstone  and 
gypsum  are  found. 

The  crops  are  chiefly  cereal  and  roots,  with  a  large  area  of  grass  land.  Celery  and 
Potatoes  are  cultivated  in  some  parts  of  the  district. 

The  villages  in  the  district  are:-  Misterton,  West  Stockwith,  Walkeringham,  Beck- 
ingham,  Saundby,  Bole  and  West  Burton. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses  (1921),  1,006. 

Number  of  familes  or  separate  occupiers  (1921),  1,022. 

Rateable  value  £17,242  and  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  £71  10s.  Od. 

The  District  is  partly  industrial  and  partly  agricultural.  Industrial  work  is  carried  on 
chiefly  at  Misterton  where  there  are  Engineering  Works,  Chemical  Works  and  Brick  Works, 
and  Beckingham  where  there  are  Boat  Building  Works. 

The  health  of  the  men  employed  in  the  Industrial  work  is  very  good. 

There  have  been  no  special  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  to  which  1  have  to  draw 
your  attention  during  the  period

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

There  are  no  Hospitals  for  (1 )  Tuberculosis.  (2)  Maternity.  (3)  Children.  (4)  Small 
Pox.  (5)  Other  in  the  area. 

There  is  one  small  Fever  Hospital  in  the  area,  with  accomodation  for  about  8  male 
and  8  female  patients.  The  hospital  is  supported  wholly  by  the  Council.  In  1923  a 
trained  Fever  Nurse  was  appointed  as  resident.  During  1924  the  Hospital  was  greatly 
improved  by  having  baths  (hot  and  cold  water)  fixed;  Internal  Water  Closets. 

The  hospital  has  been  generally  improved  for  the  care  and  attention  of  patients  since 
the  N urse  was  appointed.  In  1 923  a  Telephone  was  fixed. 

The  Hospital  could  in  ease  of  an  Epidemic  of  Small  Pox  in  the  area  be  used  for  such 
cases. 

An  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Hospital  for  the  removal  of  cases  to  the  Hospital. 

No  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants  and  homeless 
children  is  provided  in  the  area.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  for  it. 

No  Ambulance  is  provided  for  non-infectious  and  accident  cases. 

A  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  at  Misterton  for  the  District  every 
Tuesday  with  a  trained  Nurse  in  attendance. 

A  Doctor  from  Nottingham  attends  every  fortnight  for  consultations  and  treatment. 

Virol,  Glaxo,  &e.,  are  provided  at  the  Clinic  at  cost  price. 

There  are  no  Day  Nurseries,  School  Clinics,  Tuberculosis  Dispensaries,  Treatment 
Centres  for  Venereal  Diseases  in  the  area.

NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS 

Two  District  Nurses  are  engaged  in  general  nursing  and  midwifery;  one  in  the 
villages  of  Misterton  and  West  Stockwith;  the  other  in  the  villages  of  Walkeringham  and 
Beckingham  In  Misterton  and  West  Stockwith  the  scheme  is  partly  voluntary  and  partly 
aided  hy  the  Nottingham  Nursing  Association.  In  Walkeringham  and  Beckingham  the  scheme 
is  entirely  voluntary.  There  are  3  qualified  Midwives  practising  in  the  area,  but  not  engaged 
by  the  Local  Authority. 

LEGISLATION  IN  FORCE. 

Part  3  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890,  was  adopted  on  1st 
February,  1913. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Water  supply  is  chiefly  derived  from  rain  water  which  is  stored  in  cisterns  and 
tanks-  There  are  many  wells  in  the  area,  but  the  water  from  these  is  very  hard. 

The  Drainage  scheme  in  the  larger  villages  is  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  Sewerage  Scheme  in  the  area. 

The  closet  accommodation  is  of  the  old  type  in  the  majority  of  the  houses.  There 
are  a  few  Water  Closets  in  the  area.  In  many  of  the  new  houses  which  have  been  built,  water 
closets  are  being  installed. 

A  Scavenging  Scheme,  for  the  removal  of  house  refuse,  &c.  in  Misterton  was  started 

in  1925. 

The  Schools  in  the  area  are  all  kept  in  a  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  of 
each  school  is  satisfactory.

HOUSING. 

The  general  housing  conditions  for  the  whole  area  is  fairly  satisfactory.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  The  Milk  supply  of  the  area  is  very  good  and  is  produced  in  the  area.  The 
Cowsheds,  &c.  are  inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean 
condition. 

(b)  Meat  is  inspected  fairly  regularly  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  the  times 
of  slaughtering. 

The  Slaughter  Houses  are  inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a 
clean  condition. 

Licensed  Slaughter  Houses  in  the  area  in  1920:  Nil.  In  January,  1925:  6. 
In  December,  1925:  6. 

(e)  Bake  houses  are  inspected  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  clean 
condition. 

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

(Infectious  Diseases  Generally). 

During  the  year  1923,  1  ease  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3  of  Diphtheria,  1  of  Enteric  Fever, 
1  of  Erysipelus,  3  of  Pneumonia  and  3  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 

During  the  year  1924,  10  eases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  3  of  Diphtheria,  4  of  Pneumonia  and 
7  of  Tubercolosis  were  notified. 

Returns  for  1920,  1921  and  1922  not  available. 

Anti-Diphtheria  Serum  is  provided  by  the  Council. 

Pathological  and  Bactereologieal  Specimens  can  be  examined  at  the  City  Labority, 
Nottingham,  provided  by  the  County  Council.

Premises  from  which  infectious  cases  are  removed  are  stoved  by  the  Sanitary  Officer.
